The 
amendment to claim 92 was made to be more consistent with Applicant's arguments 
and to further clarify that the pourable sodium soap is impregnated substantially 
throughout the interior of the substrate, occupying interstitial spaces between the fibers, 
and not just coated on the fibers.
